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The  Honourable  Sidney  Earle  Smith, 

Q.C.,  B.A.,  M.A.,  LL.B.,  D.C.L.,  D.Litt.,  F.R.S.C. 


On  Thursday,  March  19th,  the  University  sadly  said  farewell  to  Sidney  Smith. 
The  President,  and  the  Deans  of  the  Faculties  of  Arts,  Medicine, 

Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  and  Law  were  honorary  pallbearers  at 
Dr.  Smith’s  funeral  in  Chalmers  United  Church,  Ottawa.  At  the  same 
hour  twelve  hundred  people,  composed  for  the  most  part  of  men 
and  women  who  had  served  on  Dr.  Smith’s  staff  during  his  years  as  President 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  gathered  in  Convocation  Hall  for  a 
memorial  service.  The  Toronto  service  was  conducted  by  the  Reverend 
A.  B.  B.  Moore,  President  of  Victoria  University.  On  the  platform  with  him 
were  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  Provost  of  Trinity 
College,  and  the  President  of  St.  Michael’s  College.  Dr.  Healey  Willan 
was  the  organist. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Dr.  Smith's  sudden  death,  Dr.  C.  T.  Bissell 
paid  this  tribute  to  his  former  chief: 

Dr.  Smith’s  death  has  come  as  a grievous  blow  to  his  former  colleagues 
at  the  University  of  Toronto.  He  inspired  both  admiration  and  affection; 
he  was  great  both  as  a person  and  as  a public  servant.  Many  of  us 
will  always  have  a sense  of  deep  personal  attachment  to  him : he 
pointed  out  new  and  exciting  paths  and  he  gave  us  the  faith  and  the 
courage  to  follow  them. 

The  quality  of  his  leadership  is  well  expressed  in  these  words  that  make 
up  part  of  a resolution  passed  by  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
when,  in  1957,  Dr.  Smith  resigned  and  became  Secretary  of  State 
for  External  Affairs  in  the  Dominion  Cabinet: 

“ . . . his  time,  his  energy,  his  health  has  for  twelve  years  been  the 
University’s  rather  than  his  own;  in  brief,  the  University  has  been  his 
life,  and  he  has  established  a claim  to  its  gratitude  beyond  the 
reach  of  adequate  recompense  ...” 

His  decision  to  enter  the  cabinet  was  a patriotic  one,  made  at  personal 
self-sacrifice.  In  the  fullest  sense,  he  gave  his  life  for  his  country. 

The  address  given  by  the  Reverend  A.  B.  B.  Moore  at  the 
Memorial  Service  in  Convocation  Hall: 

In  this  journey  of  life  there  are  some  persons  who  become  for  us  points 
of  reference  from  whom  we  take  our  direction  and  by  whom  we 
measure  our  progress.  Such  a person  was  The  Honourable  Sidney  Earle  Smith 
whose  leadership  we  trusted,  upon  whose  integrity  we  rested  and  at  the 
hearth  of  whose  friendship  we  warmed  our  lives.  Now  that  he  has 


been  taken  from  us  with  such  shocking  suddenness  we  are  not  only 
grief-stricken  but  bewildered  and  lost.  The  point  of  reference  has  gone! 

Only  a few  short  months  ago  this  Hall  was  filled  with  his  University 
colleagues  who  had  met  to  pay  honour  to  their  former  President. 

It  was  a unique  expression  of  pride  and  trust  in  their  chief  and  a genuine 
affection  for  him.  He  was  present,  then,  Canada’s  strong  and  vital 
Minister  of  State  for  External  Affairs,  receiving  the  plaudits  of  friends  and 
associates  with  characteristic  humility  and  humour.  It  is  indeed  difficult 
to  associate  death  with  him  who  was  so  alive  — but  that  is  the  fact 
we  must  face  as  we  take  up  the  life  and  work  that  remain  to  us.  But  before 
we  do  that  it  is  appropriate  that  we  pause  to  engage  in  this  act  of 
memory  while  a sorrowing  family  and  nation  gather  about  his  body  in 
the  Canadian  Capital.  No  word  that  is  spoken  in  tribute  can  add  anything 
to  the  eloquence  of  his  life’s  achievements  but  we  would  recall  him 
with  thanksgiving,  appreciation  and  dedication. 

Sidney  Smith  travelled  far  around  the  world  and  among  many  peoples 
but  his  heart  never  left  his  native  Cape  Breton.  The  strength  of  its 
highlands  was  in  his  character,  the  breadth  of  its  seascapes  was  in  his  mind. 
The  friendliness  of  its  kindly  people  was  in  his  heart  and  his  genuine 
zest  for  living  was  never  more  evident  than  when  he  fished  its  fabulous 
trout  streams.  A people  of  faith  inhabit  that  land  and  their  faith 
became  the  living  possession  of  their  famous  son. 

From  this  little  isle  came  Sidney  Smith  to  win  distinction  in  the  legal 
profession,  both  as  teacher  and  author  and  as  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Law 
at  Dalhousie  University.  This  experience  opened  the  door  to  wider 
educational  leadership  as  he  successively  became  president  of  two  great 
Canadian  Universities,  Manitoba  and  Toronto.  The  record  of  his  achievement 
in  these  seats  of  learning  constitutes  some  of  the  bright  pages  of  history  of 
Canadian  education.  His  administration  of  the  complex  organization  of 
the  modern  University  was  marked  by  a thoroughgoing  understanding  of  its 
true  function  and  of  its  proper  relationship  to  the  world  around  it. 
Confronted  by  the  necessity  for  the  expansion  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
he  had  these  words  to  say  about  its  task  in  his  Presidential  Report  for  the 
year  ending  June  1956: 

“We  are  called  upon  to  implement  a mobilization  of  brains.  The 
mobilization  of  brains  is  not  for  defence  but  for  aggression.  It  is  in 
essence  the  same  old  war  against  ignorance,  prejudice  and  apathy  that 
higher  education  has  always  waged.  . . . Ignorance  matters  more 
now  that  science  has  given  to  human  beings  astonishing  powers  to 
use  or  misuse.  Prejudice  is  more  than  a personal  idiosyncrasy,  now  that 
it  can  bring  untold  and  unwanted  horrors  to  this  newly,  narrowly  and 
dangerously  nationalistic  world.  Apathy  — neither  knowing  nor  caring  — 
reduces  mankind  to  an  animal  existence.  In  this  war  the  lines  of  battle 
are  not  clearly  drawn;  ignorance,  prejudice  and  apathy  are  in  our 
midst.  Our  weapons  are  ideas,  which  are  invincible,  if  only  they  be 
forged  and  tempered  to  their  potential  strength.” 

He  gave  himself  unreservedly  to  the  fulfilment  of  these  purposes  as  he 
shouldered  the  burdens  of  leadership  that  belong  to  the  staffing,  equipping 
and  operating  of  an  expanding  University.  Yet  his  leadership  was  that 
of  a member  of  a team  as  he  brought  his  colleagues  into  his  counsels  and 


shared  with  them  the  responsibilities  of  a common  task.  His  concern 
was  for  a University  that  was  a true  community  of  learning  in  which  there 
was  to  be  insistence  on  excellence  in  academic  standards  and  freedom  in 
the  search  for  knowledge  and  the  expression  of  ideas.  This  University  and 
others  will  long  be  indebted  to  his  courageous,  wise  and  decisive  leadership. 

Sidney  Smith,  the  lawyer  and  educator,  was  also  the  public  servant  and 
patriot.  He  served  in  the  First  World  War  with  the  Ninth  Siege  Battery 
and  the  Royal  Flying  Corps.  Since  those  days  of  war,  he  has  continued 
to  give  himself  generously  to  the  service  of  his  fellow  Canadians  by 
his  participation  in  many  and  varied  organizations  and  activities. 

The  Canadian  Clubs,  the  United  Nations  Associations,  the 
National  Conference  of  Canadian  Universities  and  World  University 
Service  are  only  a few  of  the  many  ways  in  which  he  invested  himself 
in  the  life  of  his  times.  The  climax  came  when  he  accepted  the  Prime 
Minister’s  invitation  to  become  Minister  of  State  for  External  Affairs. 

He  came  to  this  post  at  one  of  the  most  difficult  and  critical  periods 
of  the  world’s  history.  To  it  he  brought  great  resources  of  wisdom  and 
understanding  and  he  undertook  his  task  with  a courage  that  never 
faltered.  Many  Canadians  were  glad  that  the  face  of  Canada  at  the 
Conference  tables  of  the  Nations  would  be  that  of  Sidney  Smith.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  his  death  was  the  measure  of  the  sacrifice  he  made 
for  his  Country  and  for  the  world’s  peace. 

This  distinguished  Canadian,  this  leader  in  world  affairs  was  a humble  man 
of  faith.  His  religion  was  never  paraded  but  was  manifested  in  his  quiet 
faithfulness  to  his  Church.  He  gave  his  great  capacities  for  leadership 
not  only  to  the  Boards  and  Committees  of  the  denomination  to  which  he 
belonged  but  to  such  interdenominational  groups  as  the  Y.M.C.A.  and  the 
Student  Christian  Movement.  Nor  can  we  soon  forget  his  concern 
for  the  fostering  of  vital  religion  upon  the  University  Campus. 

Those  who  knew  Sidney  Smith  most  intimately  know  that  he  was  at  his 
happiest  within  his  own  deeply  cherished  home.  To  be  with  him,  his 
gracious  wife  and  children  was  to  share  in  a rare  experience  of  family 
affection  and  hospitality.  This  University  in  all  its  faculties,  colleges 
and  departments,  sends  to  the  members  of  that  family  its  deep  and 
sincere  sympathy  in  the  great  and  tragic  loss  that  has  come  to  them. 

We  mourn  the  death  of  a great  Canadian  and  world  citizen,  whose  integrity 
of  life,  generosity  of  service  and  greatness  of  mind  have  strengthened 
and  enriched  the  Canada  he  loved,  even  as  his  understanding  heart  was  a 
reconciling  power  in  the  councils  of  Nations.  We  give  thanks  to 
Almighty  God  that  it  has  been  our  privilege  to  share  in  the  life  of 
Sidney  Smith  and  we  pray  that  a portion  of  his  spirit  may  be  upon  us.

Dean  Moffatt  St.  Andrew  Woodside 
has  been  appointed  Principal  of 
University  College.  He  will  succeed 
Principal  F.  C.  A.  Jeanneret,  who  will 
be  retiring  at  the  end  of  June. 

The  new  Principal  has  been  Dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  since  1952,  and 
served  as  Acting  President  of  the 
University  from  September,  1957,  until 
July,  1958. 

“The  College  system  is  the  foundation 
of  the  University,”  Dr.  C.  T.  Bissell 
said  in  making  the  announcement.  “The 
Colleges  must  be  strong  if  the  weight 
of  expansion  is  to  be  carried  safely. 
University  College,  the  senior  Arts 
College,  deserves  leadership  of  the  very 
highest  quality.  In  Moffatt  Woodside 
it  will  have  a Principal  of  outstanding 
scholarship  and  wide  administrative 
experience.  He  is  admirably  equipped  to 
understand  the  College  and  its  place 
in  the  university.  He  is  a graduate  of 
University  College,  he  began  his  teaching 
career  as  a member  of  its  Department 
of  Classics,  and  rejoined  that  department 
in  1952.  The  years  he  spent  in  Victoria 
College  as  Professor  of  Ancient  History 
and  Registrar  have  made  him  thoroughly 
conversant  with  the  partnership  of 


church  and  state  colleges  in  the 
university  federation.  More  recently, 
as  Dean  of  Arts,  he  has  been  brought 
into  intimate  contact  with  the  work  of 
the  scientific  and  other  non-college 
departments;  and  during  the  year  when 
he  was  Acting  President  he  obtained 
the  panoramic  view  of  the  whole 
institution  that  presents  itself  to  this 
office. 

“He  is  therefore  extraordinarily  well 
qualified  to  join  the  line  of  eminent 
Principals  of  University  College,  among 
whom  I compare  him  especially  to 
Maurice  Hutton— not  only  because  he  is 
a classical  scholar  and  has  been  an 
Acting  President,  but  also  because  of  his 
unvarying  friendliness,  wisdom  and 
goodness  in  his  relationships  with 
staff  and  students.”
